RAFFIC accident records for the year to date are anything 


but encouraging. 
They are decidedly disappointing to 


persons and agencies engaged in the hopeless cause of accident 
prevention. 


Pennsylvania's accident history for the first six months is 


typical. 
During the first quarter of the year the number of col- 


lisions between automobiles, between motor vehicles and street 
cars, between motor vehicles and trains, between motor vehicles 
and'inanimate roadside objects and between motor vehicles and 
pedestrians mounted at a terrifying rate. 
Officials and private 


citizens were alarmed and with good cause. 
But the second 


quarter gave some reassurance. 
Motor accidents fell off 10 per 


cent and crashes between street cars and motor vehicles were 40 
per cent less frequent. 
Winter and spring driving hazards ac- 


count for the difference. 


What the last four months of the year will bring forth none 


can say with certainty, but it is a foregone conclusion that the 
1934 accident total will exceed that of 1933 by many thousands. 
And that means fatalities will be up. 


Increasing traffic density, faster cars and growing reckless- 


nes combine to keep the hospitals and doctors busy.

a fatalistic or suicidal attitude.

but encouraging. 
They are decidedly disappointing to

prevention. 


Pennsylvania's accident history for the first six months is 


typical. 
During the first quarter of the year the number of col- 


lisions between automobiles, between motor vehicles and street 
cars, between motor vehicles and trains, between motor vehicles 
and'inanimate roadside objects and between motor vehicles and 
pedestrians mounted at a terrifying rate.

ELLWOOD CITY, Aug. 18.—As a 
result of one of the most interesting 
talks ever heard here citizens of Ell- 
wood City feel a greater sense of 
security. 


This was brought about by some 
astounding revelations on the meth- 
ods employed by common racketeers 
in fleecing the general public and 
the 
proper manner 
of /combat 


against this. The speaker was A. W. 
Dittmore of Milwaukee, Wis., na- 
tionally known police Instructor and 
former big-time racketeer and ex- 
;angster. 
Mr. Dittmore addressed a crowd of 
merchants, citizens, and police in 
bhe Schweiger Hall in Ellwood City 
last night. His talk was enlightening 
and instructive and made complete 
with fitting 
demonstrations. 
He 


thrilled his audience with his ability 
In handling a gun. 


The speaker explained In 
detail 


the methods used by the short 
change artist, bad check artists, 
check forgers, gypsy artists, and 
counterfeiters. 


Mr. Dlttmore's advice In a 
nut 
shell to the merchants and general 
public was as follows: 


Never trust a stranger, and never 
open your cash till a second time or 
leave one count your change again 
for nine chances out of ten It will 
cost you money. 


Never play mail boy to a stranger 


who wants to send money away to a 
relative from your place of business, 
for this is always expensive. 


No ordinary citizen should carry 
a gun for it only is an incentive or 
reasons for killing In case of a hold- 
up. 


As a, good citizen everyone should 
relay their slighest suspicions to the 
police. Always cooperate with them. 
He warned that the big rackets are 
through in this country and they 
are now branching out into smaller 
ones. 


Every business man should keep 


the bulk of his money under lock 
and 
only carry the 
necessary 
change. 


In detecting counterfeit money 


the business man should look to see 
if It has silk threads, whether you 
can erase the designs, is It the same 
size as the legal dollar, and if the 
photograph on it bold. 


In explaining check forgeries he 


stated that seven figures out of 
every ten can be changed or in- 
creased. 
His warning against this 


was—Don't give checks to strangers. 
The best prevention is identifica- 
tion. 
Send the stranger to the po- 
lice for an endorsement. 


For crime prevention the speaker 


recommended good lighting in a 
town and well equipped police de- 
partment, including cruisers. 
He 


explained that good lighting Is dis- 
couraging for robberies. 


His final advice was in order to be 
safe do as much of your business as 
possible in your home town. 


Earlier in the day Mr. Dittmore 


conducted a special school for mem- 
bers of the local police department.

for this is always expensive. 


No ordinary citizen should carry 


a gun for it only is an incentive or 
reasons for killing in case of a hold- 
up. 


As a good citizen everyone should 


relay their slighest suspicions to the 
police. Always cooperate with them. 
He warned that the big rackets are 
through In this country and they 
are now branching out into smaller 
ones. 


Every business man should keep 


the bulk of his money under lock 
and only carry the 
necessary 


change. 


In detecting counterfeit 
money 


the business man should look to see 
if it has silk threads, whether you 
can erase the designs, is It the game 
size as the legal dollar, and U the 
photograph on it bold. 


In explaining check forgeries he 


stated that seven figures 
out of 


every ten can be changed or in- 
creased. 
His warning against this 


was—Don't give checks to strangers. 
The best prevention is identifica- 
tion. 
Send the stranger to the po- 


lice for an endorsement. 


For crime prevention the speaker 


recommended good lighting in a 
town and well equipped police de- 
partment, including cruisers.

HARRISBURG, Aug. 18.—A total 


of 3645 physical defects recently 
have been corrected in children about 
to enter school this autumn through 
the direct eBorts of representatives 
of the state health department's 
nursing personnel. Corrections In- 
volved removal of tonsils and ade- 
noids, orthopedic defects, mal-nutrl- 
tlon, nervous disorders, eye, ear and 
teeth conditions and diseases of the 
skin. 


"The least that can be done for 


the children about to enter school," 
said Dr. J. Bruce McCreary, deputy 
secretary of health, "Is to see that 
their physical condition. Is as healthy 
as It is possible to be. Many thou- 
sands of young children in past years 
have been woefully handicapped be- 
cause of correctible defects which 
have been discovered. 


"The work of the rural health 


cars operated by the department, to- 
gether with the medical school in- 
spection in the fourth class districts, 
have been responsible for the dis- 
covery of innumerable conditions In 
the child about to enter school. 
These lend themselves readily to 
correction by the physician, surgeon 
or dentist. 


"Much of the follow-up work in 


this connection is conducted by rep- 
resentatives of the state nursing 
service. Unquestionably the average 
health of children now entering 
school is far ahead of that ol a dec- 
ade or more ago. The Intensive ac- 
tivities of the department, at least 
so far as the fourth class school dis- 
tricts are concerned, and the co- 
operating attitude 
of boards of 


health in jurisdictions of larger pop- 
ulation, have been directly responsi- 
ble for this enviable achievement."

actly as the army lined up seven 
hours after the death of Hindenburg 
and swore fealty to Hitler because 
Reichswehr Minister-Von Blomberg 
ordered them to do so, tomorrow 
the German people will line up and 
in "plebiscite" record their 40,000,000 
odd "Ja" votes for their command- 
er-in-chief, 
president, 
chancellor 
leader and Caesar, Adolf Hitler. 


'They say that during the swear- 


ing in of the Reichswehr a recalci- 
trant colonel, major 
or 
whatnot 


dropped his hand and 
kept his 


mouth shut when the oath was re- 
peated. 
That, if true at all, meant 


nothing except a bit of bravado on 
the part of an adventurously con- 
scientious man. So tomorrow it will 
mean nothing if a few million Ger- 
mans drop their hands, and refuse 
to take the oath—stay at home or 
even go so far as to vote "no." 
It will be a free vote. 
It will be 


a secret vote. ' There is no con- 
trol of the ballot. Nobody will know 
how anybody else voted. 
Certain- 


ly not in the larger communities. 
But there are a number of rea- 


sons why a vast majority of Ger- 
mans will vote "yes" on the question 
of the ballot. 


Dost thou, German man, ornthou, 


German woman, agree' on Hitler be- 
coming Reichspresident. 
First, because there is nothing to 


do but agree. 
Suppose they all dis- 


agreed or the majority disagreed. 
Does anybody imagine Hitler will 
thereupon resign? 
This is the first 


question any German will ask him- 
self and the answer is obviously no. 


Second, 
because despite 
Ger- 


many's present economic condition,
